The plates were originally prepared to accompany 
the April 10th, 1883 auction of Newlin’s collection but none were actually 
issued with the sale catalogue. Two distinct varieties of this work exist: one 
with 23, the other with 24 pages of text. In the latter variety, most of page 24 
is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins 
depicted on the two plates. One would assume that these are the first and 
second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, this is doubt¬ 
less the case. The opposite is true, however, of plated copies. In the review of 
the plated edition found in the January 1884 issue of the American Journal 
of Numismatics, twenty-four pages of text is specifically mentioned. The 
emission sequence appears to be: 1) first printing of the text only, 23 pages, 
issued in 1883 in printed wrappers; 2) second printing of the text, 24 pages, 
issued in 1883 hardbound, accompanied by 2 plates; 3) first printing of the 
text, combined at the turn of the century or slightly later with new impres¬ 
sions of the two plates and 2 typescript leaves of additions. The first type¬ 
script sheet consists of prices realized for the plate coins and the second 
sheet features a description of a new 1795 half dime variety discovered in 
1900 by Charles Steigerwalt. Though its origins are shrouded in mystery, the 
plated early twentieth century issue offered here is indeed a great rarity, ap¬ 
pearing on the market far less often than the 24 page 1883 issue, of which it 
is known that only 40 copies were issued with plates.

We have encountered 
these wonderful engravings on three prior occasions: 1) the December 8, 
1991 Kolbe/Spink sale, lot 306, featured a set of the 1681 first edition; 2) a 
framed set was on display at the entrance to the 2001 Grolier Club exhibi¬ 
tion of Numismatics in the Age of Grolier, and 3) the June 4,2005 Kolbe sale, 
lot 16, featured the 165 plates alone, mounted two per leaf on the rectos of 
83 leaves of brown card stock.

Typically, below the superb portrait of each ruler, are 
four lines of verse by Lothchius followed by Hoffmann’s contribution and 
concluding with an often lengthy ENARRATIO and Additamenta by Hennin.

In the first Money Tree sale, Ken Lowe observed: “Nunn was founder of a British 
numismatic organization called ‘The Numismatic Association’. Charter member 
11 was George Heath, founder of The Numismatist. Because The Numismatist 
followed Nunn’s magazine by two years; because of the similarity of the early 
issues; because Heath called for an organization one year after the formation of 
Nunn’s ‘Numismatic Association’; and because Heath selected the name ‘Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Association’, we believe (and will expand upon our research in 
an upcoming Out on a Limb ) that Nunn’s magazine is of great historical impor¬ 
tance as an influence upon George Heath, his founding of The Numismatist, and 
the start of the ANA.” Lowe restated and refined his intriguing hypothesis in the 
October 1987 issue of Out on a Limb. Nunn’s Numismatic Magazine is a scarce 
publication, full of interesting numismatic tidbits. Centered on British coins and 
medals, it also featured articles on American numismatics in the early issues. 
Among them is a serialized version of Henry Christmas’ famous essay on the 
Copper Coinage of the British Colonies in America, and a reprint of Crosby’s The 
Sommer Islands Coins. Also featured is an interesting synopsis of How Coins are 
Sold in America, reading: “It is a recognised fact that Coin Sales in the United 
States are far more numerous, and better attended, than those held on this side of 
the Atlantic, and, at a rough estimate, it is calculated that at least 100,000 dollars 
worth of coins change hands annually in this fashion in the United States alone. 
The expense in making up these Auction Sales is, of course, very large, and unless 
a Sale realizes at least 1000 dollars, there will be little or no profit to the Cata¬ 
loguer. The charge usually imposed is 25 per cent.; this covers every expense, such 
as preparing the matter for the Catalogue, printing the same, and, also, the 
Auctioneer’s fees. Most of the large American Dealers act on commission, and 
execute various bids, for which they make a charge of 10 per cent.” Coverage of 
American numismatic topics drops off after 1888, though the October, 1893 is¬ 
sue features an article which, in the present cataloguer’s opinion, further sup¬ 
ports Lowe’s assertions. From “A. N. A., Chicago,” and entitled American Numis¬ 
matic Association, it reads in part: “The latest ‘event’ in the numismatic world on 
this side of the water is the long expected meeting of the American Numismatic 
Association, which took place here recently, in Douglas Pavillion Corner 35th, 
and Cottage Grove Ave. There has been considerable doubt in the minds of some 
of its members as regards the advisability of holding Conventions of the associa¬ 
tions, but all such doubts have now disappeared.. .Thirty-five members answered 
the roll call after Dr. Geo. F. Heath, of Munroe (sic), Mich., the president, had 
called the Convention to order, and some forty more were represented by 
proxies...A new constitution and bye-laws was unanimously adopted...The af¬ 
fair, taking it all in all, was unique, and we bespeak for this vigorous young asso¬ 
ciation a brilliant series of like occasions in the years to come, and the greatest 
wish of your correspondent is that he may be able to be present to enjoy them.”

tish immigrant to New York City who lived to be 87. Attinelli states: “Mr. 
Allan was so noted an antiquarian as to require no further mention from 
me. “ A charming tribute to Allan the collector is present in the substantial 
introduction to the list of prices and buyers. Written by William Gowans, 
famous nineteenth century American antiquarian bookseller, it documents 
Allan’s boundless enthusiasm and wide-ranging interests. Gowans’ relates 
that often, “after having secured a new accession, he would come tripping 
into my store, with a foot as noiseless as that of a grimalkin, and spirits as 
buoyant and joyful as a youth let loose from school, late in the afternoon, 
and announce with a triumphant exultation, that he had under his arm, or 
in his pocket (as the case might be), that which he would not exchange for all 
the books he could see around him, meaning those in my store.” Gowans 
utilizes now and then to facilitate a long recitation of Allan’s treasures, among 
them his numismatic acquisitions: “then a coin of extraordinary rarity, im¬ 
pression so fine, sharp and clear, supposed to be uncirculated; now a mag¬ 
nificent medal with devices so grotesque yet so appropriate as to throw ev¬ 
ery thing of the kind in this country or Great Britain into the shade; then a 
token, in exquisite preservation, issued in early times by a Knickerbocker 
merchant for the double purpose of giving notoriety and accumulating a 
little more pelf; now a button with a curious device, cut from the coat of an 
unfortunate Hessian prisoner, or some old revolutionary soldier.” In an ap¬ 
pendix to his introduction, Gowans notes: “The publishing of the names of 
purchasers and prices that each article sold for in remarkable collections of 
books, &c., has long been practised in Europe, but this is the first of the kind 
that has been produced in America. It is therefore a novel publication in the 
United States.” While we have handled a copy or two of the main catalogue 
over the years, this is the first example of the historic supplement we recall 
ever having passed through our hands.

The series of accusa¬ 
tions of impropriety revolved around Spencer M. Clark, Superintendent of the 
National Currency Bureau, and included “gross immoralities and fraudulent op¬ 
erations in the Treasury Department. It was more than intimated, by those who 
ought to have known, that among the hundreds of females employed there, some 
were not virtuous, while in the regular operations of the establishment fraud had 
a place.” Specific charges included “complicity with Bank Note Companies,” and 
“gross immorality” concerning “S. M. Clark, in connection with certain female 
employees of his department.” Though these and other allegations created a sen¬ 
sation at the time, Baker’s methods and motives as chief of the United States Se¬ 
cret Service were subsequently largely discredited. According to the Dictionary of 
American Biography, his “habitual carelessness in mixing truth and fiction was not 
overcome in his History of the United States Secret Service.” This work is especially 
sought after by those interested in Lincolniana since Baker was instrumental in 
the planning and direction of the expedition that captured John Wilkes Booth 
and these events are covered in the book in some detail. Tipped in at the end of 
this copy is a Jones Brothers 8c Co. flyer entitled “Agents Wanted.”

An interesting work, widely 
read by numismatists over the past hundred years, due in no small part to its 
ubiquity. Those collecting Evans by edition, date, and variety find the rare in¬ 
scribed copy, as here, to be quite helpful in establishing issuing sequence. Most 
Evans books appear to have been sold to tourists visiting the Philadelphia Mint 
and it seems likely the copy present here commemorates a visit on the penultimate 
day of 1890. Since presumably later printings of the 1890 edition with two addi¬ 
tional pages of advertisements are extant, sales appear to have continued well into 
the following year though editions dated 1891 are not uncommon. The late Frank 
Van Zandt collected far over a hundred different varieties and, before his passing, 
was still adding several new ones each year.

The volume at hand was issued no earlier than March 1894 
when Townsend assumed his duties as the fifth Superintendent of the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint. A comprehensive collection of Evans mint histories, besides being great 
fun and relatively inexpensive to assemble, would provide a fascinating view of 
the changing mint practices and personnel (of which Evans, as a keen publisher 
relying on Mint employees to facilitate the sale of his premiere cash cow, meticu¬ 
lously documented). Additionally, to those with a wider perspective, it would pro¬ 
vide great insight into the way that books were published, printed, bound, and 
marketed in the late nineteenth and early twentieth century in America.

A varied selection of numismatic auction catalogues issued by “second tier” Ameri¬ 
can coin dealers of the day. Overall condition is remarkably fine and some of the 
sales are not without interest today. The Fisher sale features “The wonderful frac¬ 
tional currency collection and library of A. J. Jansen”; the 1935 Henderson sale 
notes that “All [United States] gold coins are now rare and getting more so every 
day. The gold returned to the Treasury has nearly all been melted into gold bars.”; 
the 1936 Henderson sale includes Buck’s “Excessively Rare Montgomery Notes”; 
the 1927 Hobby Shop/Lange sale, the firm’s first, features a “New Yorke in America 
Token, lead.. .Mint”; the two Manhattan Coin Co. sales are interesting as those of 
a “satellite” firm, located across the street from Stack’s and operated by Morton 
and Shirley Stack; the Murphy sale emanates from “The Tourists’ Paradise” of Phoe¬ 
nix, Arizona, “In the Valley of the Sun”; and The Numismatist features a fine illus¬ 
trated article by Sarah Elizabeth Freeman on “The Tuesday Club Medal.”

Poorly catalogued (condition, though apparently generally excellent, was 
described only as “fine” or “very fine” and no branch mint-marks are noted for the 
nearly 3,000 1849-1856 gold dollars in the sale), the hoard brought slightly under 
$20,000, most lots selling for little above bullion value. Only four coins were deemed 
worth of a note on rarity: a “very fine” 1856-0 $20 is termed VERY RARE; a “very 
fine” 1849-0 $10 is called RARE; inexplicably, a “fine scratch on date” 1841 [1841- 
O?!) $5 is termed VERY RARE; and a “Fine” 1847-0 $5 is called RARE. Twenty-seven 
1838-1855 Charlotte half eagles and twenty Dahlonega half eagles, nearly all “Very 
Fine,” were included. An interesting and well-researched article on Fuller and this 
fascinating coin find and resulting auction sale, written by Leonard Augsburger, 
may be found in the Spring 2004 issue of The Asylum. In it, Augsburger notes that 
3,000 copies of the catalogue were printed. Few appear to have survived, especially 
in numismatic venues. This is only the second or third example we recall having 
handled in two decades.
